allowed six m onths instead of one 
to dissolve, and is given the privi­ 
lege of engaging in interstate com­ 
merce during the period of dissolu­ 
tion. 
The modification, a brief docu­ 
ment, extends the time for the re­ 
solving of the corporation into its 
separate subsidiary companies in ac­ 
cordance with the term s of the de­ 
cree to December 
21, six months 
from June 21. The privilege of ask­ 
ing for even more time, should the 
company find itself unable to wind 
up its affairs in that period, is ac­ 
corded by th e modification. 
The original decree gave the com­ 
pany just thirty days in which to 
dissolve aud prohibited its engag­ 
ing in interstate commerce during 
that time.

The teacher who 
generally deserves patronage is the 
one who is permanently located in a 
city, who has studied music with 
the intention of teaching it to others 
and who has at least a few pupils 
who can be classed as correct, play­ 
ers. If anyone will let the teachers 
pass review, who within the past 
three or four years have come to 
La Crosse to locate but who one by 
one have disappeared, then figure 
up the real benefit these “ profes­ 
sors” have brought to their patrons, 
the result will demand 
a 
strong 
magnifying 
glass to be seen. 
Of 
course there are those of whom Mr. 
Leschetizky also speaks, 
who 
are 
eager to play the master concertos 
of the greatest composers before they 
are technically, mentally or musical­ 
ly capable. These masterpieces -are
